Appropriate signage will be installed at no cost to the City. No objection from San Diego
Police Department regarding enforcement. Motion made by Y. Hernandez, second by R.

c. Commercial Zones - (A Martinez). Review subcommittee recommendations to change
Commercial and Industrial zones in San Ysidro to replace the "San Ysidro Planned
District" zones. (Part of Community Plan Update). There was discussion on height limits
(60" - 100" in the CC-2-2 versus CC 3-5 zone. Following discussion, the item was sent
back to the subcommittee to refine.

d. Security Concerns At Rail Court & Border Transit Station - (Miguel Aguirre). There
is conflicts between pedestrian and vehicle traffic in the Rail Court vicinity. Of particular
concern is the handling of a drop-off/pick-up area for pedestrians transiting the Border.
